Two seats on the seven- 
member housing authority 
board were up for reappoint- 
ment this month. At the Aug. 
8, Belle Glade City Commis- 


sion meeting, Mayor Steve 
Weeks reappointed George 
Burch and James Smith, Jr. 
The Resident's Council had 
asked Mayor Weeks to appoint 
Richard Ramsey, principal of 
Lake Shore Middle School, to 
the board in place of Mr. 
Smith. 

Mr. Peterson went before the 
commission after the appoint- 
ments were ‘made and 
expressed his disappointment. 
"Now I have to go back and tell 
the tenants we have another 
year of the same thing," he 
said. "There is no avenue of 
talk (with the board)." 

Mr. Peterson said the board 
was not looking out for the 
welfare of the tenants in the 
two projects and they had "no 
respect for the humans who 
live out there." 

Mayor Weeks, in a letter to 
Mr. Peterson dated Aug. 8, 
said he reappointed Mr. Smith 
because he felt Mr. Smith was 
responsive to the tenant's 
needs.

Scientist predicts fewer hurricanes in 1994 


By Mike Lyons 

It is only a forecast. it does- 
n't mean it's going to happen, 
but it sure sounds good. This 
week, Dr. William Gray issued 
a new forecast for the remain- 
der of the 1994 hurricane sea- 


son. 

Dr. Gray is the Colorado 
State University .scientist who 
annually predicts the number 
of tropical storms and hurri- 
canes in the Atlantic Ocean, 
the Caribbean Sea and the 
Gulf of Mexico: 

Predictions are easy, accu- 
rate predictions are something 
else. Except for Bill Gray. Over 
the years, Dr. Gray's annual 
hurricane forecast has become 
a very accurate barometer of 
what to expect in.the tropics. 
In other words, when Bill Gray 
speaks, the meteorological 
community listens. 

This week, Dr. Gray was 
talking about fewer hurricanes 
and tropical storms. In his lat: 
est forecast, he thinks there

Е will be four hurricanes and six 
. tropical storms in the remain- 


ing months of the hurricane 
season. 

That is down from his earlier 
forecast in June and less than 
the seasonal avérage. In a typi- 
cal summer, we can expect six 
hurricanes and 10 tropical 
storms to form in the Atlantic, 
the Caribbean and the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

Dr. Gray is sticking with his 
prediction of one majow hurri- 
cane.That's a storm with sus- 
tained winds of at least 111 
mph. Overalk however, he 
things the storms will be weak- 
er and more infrequent. 

"We've had very high pres- 
sure readings in the Atlantic 
and Caribbean," he said. "It's 
been bone dry in Africa and 
the upper level winds from 
68,000 to 75,000 will be blow- 
ing іп,ап easterly direction." 
Combine all of these factors 
and, according to Dr. Gray, you 
get fewer hurricanes. 

In addition, something called 
the El Nino, which has worked 
to suppress hurricane activity 
the past three season, will 
probably be a neutral factor 
this year. The El Nino is a key 
component in Dr. Gray's fore- 
cast. 

‘If the El Nino is moderate ог 
strong, the number of tropical 
systems in the Atlantic basin 
generally decreases. Last year, 
the El Nino continued to be 
strong for the third consecutive

year. 
The El Nino is the name for 


an unusual phenomenon that , 


occurs in the Pacific Ocean off 
the coast of South America. 
For some reason (We're still 
not sure why) the water in this 
area gets very, very warm. 
This hot spot in the ocean cre- 
ates a wind pattern that flows 
across the Atlantic decreasing 
tropical storm activity. 

"The El Nino is surprising all 
of the experts out there in that. 
it remained warmer than nor- 
mal for three consecutive 
years," Dr. Gray said. "It hasn't 
done anything like this for 
more than 50 years." 

Dr. Gray believes the El Nino 
will-have little effect on hurri- 
cane activity this year. The 
other factors, however, should 
keep hurricane activity down. 
Those other factors include the 
speed of upper level winds, 
rainfall in West Africa and 
pressure readings in the 
Atlantic Ocean and Caribbean 
Sea. 

While Dr. Gray does predict 
the number of tropical systems 
each year, he doesn't say where 
those storms will develop or, 
more importantly, where they 
will end up. So, even though he 
thinks we'll see fewer storms 
this season we should still be 
on guard. It only takes one 
storm hitting our area for it to 
be a very active hurricane sea- 
son. 

By the way, the last time we 
had a quiet hurricane season 


was two years ago. Only four : 


hurricanes developed in 1992, 
but one of them was named 
Andrew.

I want to take this opportunity to request the 
assistance-of the Corps of Engineers in protect- 
ing and enhancing the ecological integrity of 
Lake Okeechobee. 

Iam aware that the Corps has been working 
with the South Florida Water Management Dis- 
trict (SFWMD) and the state for the past two 
years in developing an improved regulation 
schedule for the lake. The state recently 
received the Corps proposed new regulation 
schedule for the lake and agreed that it is supe- 
rior to the authorized 1978 schedule and should 
be adopted.

Duck populations rebound after nine-year slump 


Florida duck hunters may 
be in.for some good news. 
Waterfowl biologists in the 
Dakotas, Montana and south- 
ern Canada report that duck 
populations ‘have begun 
rebounding after nine years of 
struggle. 

Dave Brakhage, waterfowl 
biologist for the Florida Game 
and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission, said that could 
result in easing of restrictions 
for duck hunters. He said the 
Atlantic Flyway Council, 
which makes recommenda- 
tions to the U.S.}Fish and 
Wildlife Service concerning 


waterfowl management in this 
oart of the country, has includ- 
ed in its recommendations that 
daily bag limits be increased to 
four ducks this hunting sea- 
son. 

In addition, he said the 
council has recommended 
allowing duck hunters to 
include one canvasback duck 
in their daily bag. Due to pre- 
vious declines in canvasback 
populations, hunters have not 
taken canvasbacks in Florida 
since 1985-86. 

* *The changes still have to 
be approved by the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service," Mr. 


Brakhage said. 

Prolonged drought condi- 
tions in duck breeding areas 
caused the decline in duck 
populations beginning in the 
early 1980s. As prairie ponds 
dried up, farmers plowed and 
planted crops closer to the 
ponds where ducks had nor- 
mally rested. 

“With less space available 
for the ducks to nest, popula- 
tions dropped,” Mr. Brakhage 
said. “Duck hunting was cur- 
tailed to compensate.” 

“And there are signs that 
this is going to be a sustained 
recovery — not just a fluke,” 


Mr. Brakhage said. “Seven of 
the 10 duck species we use as 
indicators of the duck popula- 
tion’s status are above the 
long-term average population.” 

Even the number of ponds is 
up from a low of 2 million to 6 
million this year. With average 
precipitation, the number of 
ponds still should be about 5 
million next year — setting 
the stage for another good pro- 
duction year. 

The commission plans to set 
final regulations for the regu- 
lar dick and coot season during 
its Oct. 7 meeting at Sandestin 
Resort, near Destin.
